The communication, filed on 2/2/04, is non-responsive to the prior Office action, mailed 7/29/03, because the newly 
submitted claims are drawn to an invention which was not originally presented. Such a shift to a distinct or independent invention is 
not permitted after the mailing of an action on the merits. The amendment, filed on 2/2/04, canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are 
not readable on the elected invention because they are directed to an invention with distinct limitations compared to previously 
presented claims drawn to particularly "three conductive segments of DNA molecules connected to an active grain, wherein the active 
grain consists of a bare DNA segment" as recited from newly submitted claims 13 and 18 and equivalently in claim 19, 21, 22, 24, 
and 29. These limitations were not previously presented for examination and would require a completely separate search compared to 
the previously set forth claims, now canceled. Thus, the newly submitted claims present an undue search burden compared to the 
previous invention which was elected by original presentation 

Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete 
response, applicant is required to complete the response within a time limit of one month from the date of this letter or as extended as 
follows.
